SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


District No. 1. Summer and Winter Terms were both under the 
care of Miss Susan S. Johnson. Sheisan excellent teacher, and 
succeeded ina large degree, in establishing order and decorum in 
both schools. Irregular attendance was a drawback to the improve- 
ment, especially in the Winter Term. The parents must bear the 
blame, certainly not the teacher. 

Dist. No.2. No Summer Term washeld. There was a little 
improvement made in the several branches taught in the Winter 
Term, buthardly as much as might be expected, inso long a school. 
Irregular attendance on the part of some of the scholars, tended to 
perplex the teacher and disturb the school. 

Dist. No. 3. At the commencement of the Summer Term, the 
scholars appeared orderly, but showed a lack of thoroughness in 
their studies; not being notified of its close, I did not visit this 
school but once. Winter Term taught by Miss Ann McDaniels, who 
has long sustained the reputation of being one of our best teachers. 
There was a decided improvement made, although the Term was 
very short. 

Dist. No. 5. But one Term in this District. On account of sick- 
ness, there was a vacation from July Ist, to Aug. 26th. There was 
but little improvement made, the scholars appeared to have very 
little interest, and the parents less. 

Dist. No. 6. Summer Term was taught by an able and experi- 
enced teacher. The recitations were all prompt, and every pupil 
made a decided improvement. Winter Term. ‘This was quite a good 
school. Although this was the teacher’s first attempt at teaching, she 
succeeded very well. Some of the scholars were a little negligent 
and needed a little more discipline. 
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last. No. 8. In the Summer Term the teacher and scholars 
nuppeared to do the best they could in so poor a house; a decided 
improvement was the result. I did not visit the Winter Term but 
once. The remarks of the Summer Term will apply to this. 

Dist, No. 9. There was seme dissatisfaction in the Summer 
‘Term, onthe part of some of the scholars and parents. ‘The teacher 
succeeded in keeping goed order, and some of the, scholars made 
good improvement. The Winter Term was an excellent school. A 
big improvement was made in all the branches studied. 

Dist. No. 10. J did not visit the Summer Term. There was 
some trouble in the Winter Term. There was an outside influence 
against the teacher, which nearly ruined the school. The teacher 
possessed energy and perseverance in abundance, and had the 
parents and scholars worked with her, they would have hada school 
that the town might have been proud of. 

Dist. No, 11. Butone Termin this District. At the beginning 
of the school, teacher and scholars were doing. ‘‘first best;” and, 
continued so until some evil minds that dwelt amongst the inhabi- 
tants of this District, sought to vent the spite they bore against some 
of their neighbors, out upon the innocent teacher; they succeeded 
in nearly spoiling the school and injuring themselves, while the fair 
reputation of the teacher remained unsullied. 

Dist. No. 12. The schools in this district are small, but the 
scholars are good, easy to govern, and cilligent. Both Summer and 
Winter Schools were good. The scholars in regard to promptness 
are second to none in town. 

Dist. No. 18. The imprevement was great inthe Summer Term. 
‘The school was large, but the teacher seemed to possess the right 

cind of disposition to manage it. The Winter Term was taught by 
Miss Emma Haseltine, who, to use the expression of an Ex-Com., 
“is the best teacher I ever saw.” The improvement was. wonderful. 

Dist. No, 14. This was a Fall School. Good teacher, good 
scholars, and as good a school as could be held ina good-for-nothing 
house. 


REMARKS. 


Fertow TownsMEN: Deeply feeling the responsibility of the 
trust you have reposed in me, I have endeavored to serve you 
faithfully and impartially, and to make the welfare of the schoojs 
in town, my highest aim. Most of our schools have had excellent 
teachers. None very poor. Our schools are hardly what they should 
be; there seems to be something wanting, a lack somewhere, and it 
is this; too many parents look upen our schools as a matter of sec. 
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ondary importance. A prevailing spirit of negligence hangs oter 
our schools. There are many men in town who appear to have 
little or no interest in the schools. Such are very poortowhsmen, for 
the welfare of our town depends upon the welfare of our schools. 

Parents, as a well wisher of your children, and one that desires 
the improvement of our schools, I beseech you, to throw off the 
old indifference ; visit your schools, eneourage your children and 
teachers, and instead of gving credence to the many stories, that are 
told of scholars and teacher, go and see for yourselves! If the 
school is not right, make it right; for a poor school is worse than 
none at all. It is very easy to find fault with a teacher, but never do 
it before your children! Learn them to respect their teachers and 
they will learn to respect you. Oh! Parents! Awake toa sense 
of your duty, a duty youowe to yourselves, to your children, and to. 
your Creator! Educate your children, and they will be an honor to 
you, in your declining years; and dying, you can bequeath them 
no greater legacy, than a good education, were you the possessor of 
untold thousands. - 

In regard to Text books! I have thought best this winter, to 
introduce Hillard’s series of Readers. I succeeded it some of the 
schools: and at the close of those schools, I was rewarded by th 
improvement made in the several Reading classes. Money expen- 
déd for books, is never thrown away! Inmy opinion, the Arithmetics 
and Geography’s cannot be bettered by any exchange, but it is 
desirable that the Readers should be.
